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DETAILED ACTION 
Withdrawal of Allowable Subject Matter 

The indicated allowability of claims 20,21 and 23-27 is withdrawn in view of a 
more careful review of the reference(s) to SIMMONS. Rejections based on the newly 
cited reference(s) follow. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 22, 28 and 39 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
these claims in lines 11,12, and 1 3, respectively, cite "a cable support basket"; 
however, a cable support basket has already been introduced in the claim. It is not 
clear if the second occurrence of "a cable support basket" in the claims are the same or 
different cable support basket. Appropriate clarification and/or correction is required. 

C/a/7n Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 5,12,16,20-49 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by US Patent# 6,672,022 to SIMMONS. Regarding claims 22, 28 and 39, SIMMONS 
discloses the use of a cable support apparatus including at least one basket (40), as 
shown in figures 6 and 7, wherein the basket (40) consists of a pair of wire stock, 
column 8, lines 32-33, stringers (S) and a plurality of wire stock, column 8, lines 32-33, 
transverse sections (T) extending therebetween, see the attachment below. The cable 
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support apparatus of SIMMONS also includes a plurality of pedestal adapters (60) that 
are configured to attach to respective support pedestals (20); wherein, each pedestal 
adapter (60) has a portion (42,46) of the basket (40) to depend partially therefrom. In 
reference to claims 5, 29 and 40, the cable support basket (40) of SIMMONS is 
configured and dimensioned that upon installation with a raised floor system (10) each 
cable support basket (40) is disposed vertically beneath a corresponding floor panel 
(24). Regarding claims 12, 30 and 41 each stringer (S) is configured and adapted to be 
suspended from the pedestal adapters (60) supported on the support pedestals (20), 
see figures 1 and 2. In reference to claims 16, 31 and 42, the cable and support basket 
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(40) is adapted to support articles on a plane below the pair of stringers (S). Regarding 
claims 23 and 33, each cable support basket (40) a pair of riser portions (R) depending 
from a respective stringer (S) and a transverse (TR) portion extending between the 
distal ends of the riser portions (R), see the figure above. In reference to claims 24, 34 
and 45, the cable support basket (40) also includes at least one longitudinal section (L) 
across the transverse portion (TR). Regarding claims 20, 32, 35, 43 and 46, the 
longitudinal members (L) and the transverse sections (TR) are formed of wire stock 
(column 8, line 32-33). In reference to claims 21 and 44, the plurality of transverse 
sections (TR) are spaced a distance (D) from an uppermost surface of the at one 
plurality of support pedestals (20), see the figure below. Regarding claims 25, 36 and 




47, the longitudinal (L) and transverse (TR) sections define an open architecture. In 
reference to claims 26, 37 and 48, each pedestal adapter (60) supports at least an end 
(42,46) of two adjacent stringers (S), see figure 6, of the cable support baskets (40).

Regarding claims 27, 38 and 49, the pedestal adapter (60) is spaced a distance (D2) 
beneath an uppermost surface of the plurality of support pedestals (20), see the figure 
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above. With further reference to claim 28, the plurality of transverse sections (TR) are 
spaced a distance (D) from an uppermost surface of the at least one plurality of support 
pedestals (20), see the figure above. Further regarding claim 39, each cable support 
basket (40) a pair of riser portions (R) depending from a respective stringer (S) and a 
transverse (TR) portion extending between the distal ends of the riser portions (R), see 
the figure above.
